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A New Officer at the Bible House 


E are very happy to announce the 

election of Mr. Frank H. Mann as 
one of the Secretaries of the American Bible 
Society. 

On the resignation of the Rev. Dr. John 
Fox in July, 1918, a committee was appointed 
to secure a Secretary who should divide the 
responsibilities of the administration of the 
Society with the Rev. 
Dr. Haven. After a 
careful survey of the 


the committee recom- 
mended to the Board 
of Managers the 
appointment of Mr. 
Frank H. Mann, of 
New York City. This 
appointment was act- 
ed upon at the meet- 
ing of the Board on 
February 6, 1919, and 
Mr. Mann was unani- 
mously elected one of 
the Secretaries of the 
Society. He was able 
to take up his duties 
immediately and is 
now at his desk at the 
Bible House, giving 
himself with enthusi- 
asm to these new re- 
sponsibilities. 

Mr. Mann was born 
in Petersburg, Va., on 
May 8, 1883. His 
father was Judge Ed- 

‘win M. Mann; his 
- mother, Bertha Cowles 
‘Mann. His parents 
\ died when he was two 


‘years old, leaving ten children, all of whom are 


now living but one. Mr. Mann was reared by 
his father’s brother, the Hon. William Hodges 


| Mann—a lawyer, judge, and senator, and gov- 


ernor of Virginia. He took his preparatory 
training in the public schools and at Hoge 
‘Military Academy, Virginia. He graduated 
from Hampden Sidney College in 1903, and 
was on his graduation made a sub-professor, 
taking in 1904 his B.Lit. and M.A. During

his college course he was interested in the 
library, was business manager and _ editor- 
in-chief of the college monthly, was on the 
editorial staff of the college Annual, presi- 
dent of the Y. M. C. A., director of the 
gymnasium, and president of the literary so- 
ciety—thus, perhaps, unconsciously prepar- 
ing himself for his future work. 

For a few months 
after leaving college 
he conducted a mis- 
sion school in the 
mountains of Virgin- 
ia, “and vior& half a 
year was assistant 
secretary of the Y. 
Wits (Ge Ne shal Tale NiZenaley- 
Cuba. He came to 
New York in 1905, 
entered the service of 
the Charity Organi- 
zation Society and 
became secretary of 
the Committee on the 
Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, a department 
of that Society. 

At the outset of 
the war he enlisted 
and entered the Field 
Artillery, where he 
became first lieuten- 
ant. He has had his 
honorable discharge, 
but has borne his 
part, in the eereat 
struggle for the over- 
throw of German mil- 

_itarism. 

He was brought up 
_by his uncle to be an 
earnest lover of the Bible and joined the 


Presbyterian Church in the United States. 


On coming to New York he became a member 
of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, and 
is now president of their Young People’s As- 
sociation. He is a member of the board of 
managers and superintendent of the Sunday 
school of the John Hall Memorial, well known 
in New York City as one of the important 
activities of the Fifth Avenue Church. He is 
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also vice-president of the Eighth Avenue Mis- 


sion. 

He is related to a number of important 
interests in the city, both religious and 
social. 

We present his photograph so that all our 
friends may immediately know him. 
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Mr. Mann will give a very large part of his 
attention to strengthening the resources of the 
Society. 

It is a great satisfaction to the Board of 
Managers to have on its staff a young layman, 
loving the Scriptures and believing heart and 
soul in all missionary activities. 


Our War Emergency Needs 


N the statement of our programme for 
1919, in the January number of the 
RECORD, we referred to “War Emergencies,”’ 
for which we stated that $150,000 would be 
needed. The Interchurch Emergency Cam- 
paign which has occupied, or is now occupy- 
ing the mind of the people, has included these 
needs of the American Bible Society in its 
general publicity and programme. These 
needs are immediate and imperative. 


More Testaments for Our Boys 

First, every man in the American Army and 
Navy in all of its various services should be 
supplied with a New Testament or with such 
portion of the Scriptures as he may desire. 
Over six millions of copies have been issued for 
Army and Navy purposes at home and abroad, 
up to December 31, 1918; but the wear and 
tear upon these Scriptures are factors that 
must be kept in mind. Many of the boys will 
prize their little Testaments all their lives. We 
know this because of the number of Testa- 
ments distributed in the Civil War that have 
been brought to our attention since this war 
began. We, therefore, must stand ready to 
give out tens of thousands of these New Tes- 
taments to the soldiers and sailors in their 
demobilization. 


The Needs in the Hospitals 

We have already begun a systematic dis- 
tribution to the hospitals in this country, in 
which the wounded are recovering. The 
chaplains, still in charge of many duties con- 
nected with the troops, are asking for Scrip- 
tures and their requests are being imme- 
diately attended to. This is a large demand, 
which will diminish, but which at the present 
moment must not be forgotten. 


Our Foreign Legion 


In order to reach those in the Army and_ 


Navy who do not speak the English language, 
and who either do not_at all, or do not rightly, 
understand it, New Testaments have been 
prepared at an unusual expense by special 
processes in French, Italian, Spanish, Portu- 
guese, Roumanian, Polish, Bohemian (or Czech), 
Modern Greek, Russian, and Yiddish. This 


which we are sure our friends would be glad 
to bear. 

One of the best points of contact which we 
can have with those who do not yet know 
English is to place in their hands the New 
Testament, with all its wealth of meaning, in 
the tongue with which they are familiar. 

The appeal abroad, however, is unusual. It 
must not be forgotten that there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of American soldiers and 
sailors of the American Army and Navy who 
are still abroad and will need this spiritual 
help as much as they do the ordinary care of 
the Quartermaster’s and Ordnance Depart- 
ments. In fact, there are those who think 
that the question of morale is even more vital 
at this moment than in the period of active 
fighting. 


White Fields of France 

Again, the war has opened the field of 
France, and Belgium, and Italy in a way that 
is without precedent. President Wilson’s ap- 
peal to the American people to supply the 
men of the American Army and Navy with 
Testaments as essential to morale has had a 
marked effect on the people of these countries 
in arousing interest in the Bible. This sud- 
den demand must be met by the religious 
workers of the United States. For many 
years the American Bible Society has assisted 
the Bible Society of France and the Bible 
Society of Belgium, as well as the Evangelical 
Society of Geneva working in France, to- 
gether with the Waldensians and similar 
churches in Italy. The Bible Society of 
France has just sent a special appeal asking 
for thousands of dollars for their immediate 
necessities. Their requests, we know, are too 
modest. We should have $25,000 at once for 
co-operation with the existing Bible Societies 
in France and Belgium, and $10,000 to $15,000 © 
for immediate use in Italy and Switzerland. 


The Exhausted East 
In the Near East, also, the call is upon us, 
and such an opportunity as has not been 
known for generations. The stock of Chris- 


tian Bibles in Turkey, in Bulgaria inte 
has laid a very heavy burden upon the Society Asia Minor is exhausted. The Sate |

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the war have prevented contact with the 
presses that have served the Society in those 
regions. Now we must immediately meet 
these emergencies. Any ordinary appropria- 
tion for a normal year would fall far short of 
what is wanted at once. The plates must be 
taken out from hiding. They have been se- 
creted so as to escape being made into muni- 
tions of war. Now they must be put on the 
presses and large editions run off, which re- 
quires paper, labor, etc. These books must 
in large part be given away and no returns 
from those that may be sold will come any- 
where near meeting the cost. A part of the 
duties of one of the most important members 
of the Relief Commission to the Near East is 
to meet these needs. We believe our friends 
will give the necessary support. 

This special appeal makes no mention of 
the needs for replenishing the stock in all the 
other foreign fields, as in Latin America, where 
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the difficulties connected with shipping during 
the last two or three years have almost caused 
a famine of the Scriptures. 


Our Industrial Centers 

Another important item in the home field 
has been the necessity for preparing whole 
Bibles, not New Testaments only, in Russian, 
Polish, Finnish, Hungarian, Bulgarian, Lithu- 
anian, Czech, etc., for the work that is going 
forward in the industrial regions of this coun- 
try in which those who use these languages 
dwell. It has been impossible to procure 
these books from abroad and plates have had 
to be made here at very large cost. 

We trust this whole appeal for immediate 
needs, both at home and abroad, may receive 
the generous co-operation of all who love the 
Bible and realize how vital its teachings are 
to the creation of any international fellowship 
among men.

Inasmuch as there are numerous parts of the world where, under various exercises 
of authority, religious freedom does not exist, and where Christian missionaries and 
Bible distributers cannot engage in their work, the American Bible Society respectfully 
urges the representatives of the nations about to convene in Paris to establish the foun- 
dations of, and provide the means for, ensuring permanent peace, to further their great 
object by making ample provision for securing and maintaining complete religious free- 
dom throughout the world. We would not restrict this freedom in any manner so as to 
exclude any creed or profession of faith. We believe that no other foundation can be 
laid than that which is laid in the Holy Scriptures known as the Christian Bible, but we 
would leave all peoples free to follow God’s leadings in their comprehension of His 


truth.

“The Peace Conference at Paris has been 
asked to secure standardization of wages the 
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world over; it is being urged to stand for 
world prohibition; it has been and will be re- 
quested to do a thousand and one things of 
doubtful wisdom and propriety, as well as 
some things that commend themselves to 
the common judgment everywhere as right 
and proper. But it has before it no ques- 
tion that stirs so many hearts in so many 
places as the one projected by the American 
Bible Society in a formal appeal to President 
Wilson: 

The American Bible Society respectfully urges the 
representatives of the nations about to convene in 
Paris * * * to further their great object by 
making ample provision for securing and maintain- 
ing complete religious freedom throughout the world. 


The memorial points out that there are 
numerous parts of the world where Christian 
missionaries and Bible distributers cannot en- 
gage in their work.

Notes and Comments 


OTH in illustrations and in subject matter 
this number of the REcorD emphasizes 
a phase of service for the men of the Armies 
and Navies of the world in which the American 
Bible Society has gladly co-operated. The 
cover picture of Japanese Red Cross workers 
packing comfort bags, and the picture of Aus- 
tralian ladies packing Christmas boxes on page 
27, speak of the world-wide and loving service 
rendered by the women of many nations to 
the men in arms. In many of the comfort 
bags and parcels our pocket Scriptures found 
a place. This ministry to the comforts and 
pleasure of the soldiers in the ranks is now 
being continued with increased sympathy to 
the men who are passing through the Army 
and Navy hospitals. Something of this serv- 
ice is told in the article on ‘‘Our Testaments 
and Our Boys in the Hospitals’’ and in letters 
in the succeeding article, which contain inci- 
dents that will be read with deep interest. 


Durine the height of the draft activities 
several telegraphic orders for considerable con- 
signments of khaki-bound Scriptures were re- 
ceived from the mayor of Kingston, N. Y., 
the Hon. Palmer Canfield, Jr., acting on be- 
half of the Ulster County Home Defense 
Committee. It was encouraging, and to us 
entirely appropriate, that such a body and 
such a public officer should help to supply 
the Word of God to the men serving their 
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Now in nearly all civilized lands and some 
semi-civilized lands religious toleration pre- 
vails. In other words, though compelled to 
support as taxpayers a state church and 
schools where the ideas of; the state church 
prevail, though sometimes deprived of certain 
civil privileges, and never on an equal footing 
with conformers, non-conformists may still 
worship God in their own way without violat- 
ing law. We assume, of course, that the 
American Bible Society does not limit its de- 
mand to toleration. Freedom means much 
more. 

Conceivably the statesmen of Christendom 
without much effort might be persuaded to 
stand for this universal freedom. The trend 
of the world is in that direction. And in our 
judgment there are few countries, and may, 
indeed, be no countries, in which an interna- 
tional plan of religious liberty would create 
serious local friction. Possibly a mere recom- 
mendation from Paris would be enough. The 
American Bible Society has much of reason 
in its contention. :

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fiscal year: 1,840 Bibles, 6,678 Testaments, 
and 21,530 portions of Scriptures. The num- 
ber of New Testaments and Gospels given to 
soldiers is close to 600,000 copies during 
the year. In the words of the report: “ These 
publications have not yet fulfilled their mis- 
sion. They remain in the hands of many of 
those who have received them. In the bottom 
of the trenches, on hospital beds, in the grief- 
stricken homes, they continue to be the light 
that illumines the darkness for millions of 
souls and always will be, at the supreme mo- 
ment, the source of greatest comfort.” 

Incidents reported by various colporteurs: 

The families of soldiers sometimes ask for the 
Scriptures because the sons, the brothers, or the hus- 
bands have spoken to them of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ and what it has done for them. One woman 
said: ‘‘My son who is in the trenches wrote me, ‘If 
you only knew what a wonderful little book has been 
given to me; when I am weary I take it and read it; 
it gives me courage, for I know that God is with me 
and will guard me. If I am killed, I will die bravely 
and will go to heaven. And you, dear mother, do as 
I have done, and read the gospel; you will find that 
your sorrows will pass away.’ ”’ 

Often the officers rejoice at the comfort which we 
brought to their men. One officer with whom I came 
in frequent contact said to me that he appreciated 
very greatly our work. He said, “Every soldier 
should have a Bible in his kit, for it is the book that 
encourages and consoles.’’ And another officer said: 
“Our France could never be sustained without the 
gospel of Christ.” 


An old Confederate soldier sends an inter- 
esting comment with a donation: 


I inclose a check for $5 on account of the Army 
and Navy Fund. I did not know or recall until 
reading it in ‘‘What It Does and Has Done’”’ that 
the American Bible Society ever distributed any 
volumes of the Scriptures to the southern soldiers. 
I am an old Confederate soldier, just passed my 
seventy-fifth birthday, and recall that the Con- 
federate government sent the Rev. Moses D. Hoge, 
D.D., of Richmond, to London to solicit from the 
British and Foreign Bible Society copies of the 
Scriptures for the Confederate troops, running the 
blockade to and from an English port for this pur- 
pose. 


In the columns of the Recorp of over fifty 
years ago appeared a statement about the 
famous Christian and soldier, ‘‘ Stonewall ”’ 
Jackson, of such interest that we publish it 
herewith: 

“This celebrated man, before the late war, 
was a deacon in the Presbyterian Church in 
Lexington, Va. He took a deep interest in 
the system of almsgiving for religious and 
benevolent purposes in that congregation, and 
was characteristically prompt, zealous, and 
successful in prosecuting this branch of his 
duties. The Rev. Dr. Dabney, his biographer, 
thus tells the story of one of his efforts in be- 
half of the American Bible Society, the moral 
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of which we may safely leave to every reader 
and friend of the Bible: t€ 

“At one collection the gifts were solicited 
for the American Bible Society, and Jackson 
sallied forth, armed with the list of names for 
his district furnished him by the clerk of the 
congregation. When he came to the pastor to 
report, he had a number of additional names 
written in pencil marks at the foot of his list, 
with small sums opposite to them. ‘‘ What are 
these?”” asked the good doctor. ‘‘Those at 
the top,” said Jackson, “‘are your regulars, and 
those below are my militia.”” On examining 
the names, they were found to be those of the 
free blacks of the quarters, all of whom he had 
visited in their humble dwellings, and encour- 
aged to give a pittance of their earnings to 
print Bibles. He argued that these small 
sums were better spent thus than in drink or 
tobacco; that the giving of them would ele- 
vate their self-respect, and enhance their own 
interest in the Holy Book; and that they, be- 
ing indebted to it as well as others, should be 
taught to help in diffusing it.’”’ 


THE devotion and the difficulties of many 
who contribute to the circulation of the Word 
are reflected in the following frank letter: 


Bible Society: Inclosed please find one dollar 
($1.00). I wish it were more but can’t see how to 
make it. I was tempted to withhold that, but I 
realize it may mean much to someone. I would 
oe missed a great deal if I had never had the 

ible. 

We live on a farm, a deaf, dumb and feeble- 
minded brother and myself, the farm being owned 
by four children of us. We only receive $1,200 a 
year rent, which is $40 more than our share, but 
another brother gives his to us. We have a small 
garden and orchard, with plenty of wood, but I 
have to pay for it being cut and hauled; then my 
brother and I saw and split. I do the sawing ex- 
cept in very cold weather, when a brother-in-law 
gets it for us. I have seventeen hens and a rooster, 
from which I. get. about fifty dollars in eggs and 
young chickens; but until last year I had to pay 
every cent of it for feed for them. Last year my 
sister gave me twenty-five bushels of corn, so I had 
none to buy. I pay the taxes, which were thirty- 
five dollars last year; our garden gives us vegetables 
during the summer, and some to can; the orchard 
has never been any profit except plenty to eat, win- 
ter and summer, and to give to our neighbors that 
have none. We have no cow and have to buy milk 
and butter or go without, though sometimes our 
neighbors give us some milk. I set aside three dol- 
lars for missions, then there is the church and Sun- 
day school must have about ten dollars, and a few 
dollars more for some other worthy causes like the 
war widows and orphans. I wonder sometimes if I 
give as the Lord wishes me to—it seems to take so 
much for ourselves, though we live plainly and do 
without many things. I take two religious papers 
and write for a farm paper. 

I’m not writing all this to boast, but just to let 
you see why I can’t give very much to the Bible 
cause. I can’t pay according to the good I’ve re- 


ceived any more than I can pay the Lord for saving | 
me, .

It is difficult to express 
in words the courage and heroism of our sol- 
dier boys, or to relate adequately their ex- 
periences as we have heard them from their 
own lips. 

One of my assistants, Mr. Bernhard Carl- 
son, and I have frequently assisted Chaplain

with all the Scriptures that might be needed 
by the chaplains and other Christian workers. 
Special large-type Hospital editions of the 
Testament, and also an edition of the Psalms, 
had been prepared and were ready for dis- 
tribution. : 


At Debarkation Hospital No.3 
It has been my privilege to visit a number 
of these hospitals in New York and vicinity, 


to see whether the Scriptures that had been 


sent out from the Bible House had been re- 
ceived, and to inquire regarding the further 
needs of our wounded heroes. A few stories 
from one hospital will suffice to show of what 
stuff they are made and how the Word has 


Davis—in charge of Debarkation Hospital

York City—in the distribution of Testaments 
to those who were without them. 


‘+Whoa, Sally!"’ 

As I was busy one morning, a hundred litter 
cases were brought to the hospital. After a 
preliminary examination, each hero was car- 
tied on a stretcher to his assigned bed. One 
young man was carried in to occupy a cot 
near which I was speaking to another soldier, 
and it was a pleasure to help transfer the 
wounded man from the stretcher to his bed. 
His face was all smiles—his eyes sparkling 
with fun—and it did one’s heart good to see 
the cheerful heroism with which he bore his 
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misfortune. One of his legs had been badly 
shattered and the doctors were doing all in 
their power to save the limb for him. An 
iron brace reached from his hip to six inches 
beyond his toes, to give room for the tension 
attachment by means of which the doctors 
endeavor to keep the leg from shortening dur- 
ing the process of the “‘knitting”’ of the bone. 
“T can help myself a bit,” he said cheerily, 
and sat up, moved his body from the stretcher 
to the cot by means of his hands, then, grasp- 
ing the iron brace, sang out—‘‘ Whoa, Sally!” 
—and carefully lifted his shattered limb to a 
comfortable position on his cot. 

He was just in from the ‘‘ Northern Paci- 
fic,’ which grounded off Fire Island during 
Christmastide. Thrilling, indeed, was the 
story told of the stranding of the great 
troopship upon the Fire Island shoal, and of 
the difficulty the brave rescuers had in plac- 
ing him in a so-called ‘‘basket.”’ These 
baskets consist of a strong framework of 
galvanized iron piping connected with wire 
mesh; the sides are approximately eight inches 
high and the length about seven feet. Into 
these the litter cases were placed and care- 
fully lashed in, then swung from the side— 
down—down—down to the waiting boats that 
tossed upon the restless waves. With a 
jounce upon the comfortable cot this hero 
said: ‘This is better than those days on the 
stranded transport.” 


How It Happened 

Then followed his story of his trying ex- 
periences in the Argonne Forest, hiding be- 
hind the stump of a tree, and how he got a 
bead on a German soldier who was peering 
through a not distant thicket. He said: “I 
pulled the trigger, and I am sure I got him, 
for I have always hunted from the time I was 
a kid, and am a pretty good shot. Just as I 
pulled the trigger I received a bullet wound 
in my thigh which shattered the bone.’”’- He 
then told of the five hours of agony and wait- 
ing before he could be picked up, of the care- 
ful setting of the fractured bone, the nasty 
wound that would not heal, and of the doc- 
_tor’s probe that finally fished out a piece of 
splintered bone half an inch long. He spoke 
of the love and sympathy of the Réd Cross 
and Y. M. C. A. workers, of the journey 
home and of the hopes that the limb would 
not be very much shorter than his uninjured 
leg. He seemed to want to talk, and it was 
a pleasure and inspiration to listen to him as 
he told of his past life as a boxer, of his girl, 
who had ever been true to him, his determina- 
tion to live a better life, and his anxiety to 
get well and back home out West again. He 
said he had a Testament and was urged to 
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read it faithfully and obey it as the defi- 
nite orders of the great Captain of our sal- 
vation. 


Blood-stained Testaments 

Many men told us that,they had carried 
a Testament for some time at the front, 
but had lost it when wounded. One said: 
““My Testament was so soaked with blood 
that I had to throw it away, and I am very 
glad to have another.’”’ Another showed Mr. 
Carlson his blood-stained Testament, and said 
he would not part with it for anything. Still 
another showed him a Testament the center 
of which had been bored out by a piece of 
shrapnel that seemed to have had a spinning 
motion, and acted like a drill. After cutting 
a clean hole through the Testament, leaving 
a border of less than half an inch, the bit of 
shrapnel wounded the soldier severely in his 
chest. His life was undoubtedly saved by 
that American Bible Society khaki Testament! 


**Lucky,’’ though Maimed 

The many remarkable experiences and un- 
told sufferings of these brave men will never 
be fully recorded. The great majority of 
them were cheerful, and spoke of their luck. 
One who had lost a leg said: “I was lucky 
not to have lost them both.” Another said: 
“As I was lying flat on my stomach, with 
shells flying all round me, I heard a cry from 
behind me—‘Say, Buddy, help me a bit, will 
your’ I knew the lad had been wounded, so 
I twisted round on my stomach and when my 
feet were where my head had been, a shell 
struck near my feet and it seemed as though 
I was blown twenty feet through the air. One 
foot is gone, but it is lucky my head wasn’t 
where my feet had been!”’ Another, who had 
had one arm shattered and both legs wounded, 
observed: ‘‘I am lucky to have the use of 
one hand.” ; 


Minus a Leg, but Something to Live For 

A bright-looking young man passed me on 
his crutches—minus one leg. ‘Well, friend,” 
I said, “you were pretty badly used over 
there, weren’t you?” ‘Ah! yes,” he replied, — 
“but it was worth while—I have done my 
bit, and now-I have got something to live for. 


Life will never be the same as it was before I | | 


went to the war.” ‘Where is your home?” 
I asked. ‘‘Right here in Brooklyn,” was the 
reply. “I was a fishmonger, and you know 
they are a pretty hard lot; but never again. 
for me—that old life is gone forever.” 


Some Experiences => 
Another, holding himself up on his elbow on 
the bed to give his back a rest and change, re- 


~~ 


-a copy of the little khaki Testament. 
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lated how he went “‘over the top” at Chateau- 
Thierry. As he was crawling along on his 
stomach he felt a terrible burning sensation 
in his hip. Weak and fainting, he crawled 
into a shell hole, and lay there in agony for 
six hours before assistance could be rendered, 
“While I was there,’ he said, ‘‘another lad 
crawled in, pulled out his pencil and a piece 
of paper, and tried to write something. There 
were only two words written, and they could 
not be made out, and then he died right near 
my side. Another crawled in and together 
we prayed that no shell would fall into our 
place of refuge. Give me that bag, if you 
will, and I will show you what the doctor 
took out of my hip.” He fished out a piece 
of metal as large as an egg, with rough, cruel 
sides, and said it had been in his flesh for 
hours before it was taken out, and that it 
was red hot when it entered. He was a Catho- 
lic lad and had carried his Testament with 
him ‘over the top.’” Another, with one foot 
gone, told of the four days of struggle it took 
him to write to his father, saying that he had 
lost a foot. The same day, in another sector, 
his brother was hit on the back with the 
brass cap of a shell which lodged in his chest. 
When the cap was eXtracted it was found to 
weigh a trifle over two pounds—and yet the 
man lived! He then said—‘‘Later, I heard 
that the same day my brother and I were 
wounded, my father died. Don’t that seem 
remarkable?’”’ he asked. * 


‘**The Boys Read their Testaments’’ 

To my question, ‘‘Was your Testament a 
comfort to you? Did you and the boys find 
time to read?’’ he said, “‘Yes, the boys read 
their Testaments and they all prayed, espe- 
cially when the shells were raining about 
them. Life will be different to us fellows, 
after facing death as we have ‘over there!’”’ 

It was very interesting to find that the 
large majority of soldiers had been supplied 
with Testaments. Roughly speaking, about 
80 per cent of the boys had received some 
portion of the Word of God. Those who had 
not been supplied were usually eager to ees 

wo 
lads told me they did not care for a Testa- 
‘ment, but after a short chat each accepted 
one and promised to read it. 


Blind Heroes to Have their Embossed 


I _ Bibles 
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One morning we found two heroes who had 
been blinded in battle. One of them had lost 
the sight of both eyes, both his legs were 
partially paralyzed, and one arm was badly 
ounded, so he only had the use of one hand. 
The other soldier was able to distinguish 
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light from darkness with only one eye. When 
asked whether they would like to have the 
Word of God in embossed type when they 
learned to read, both exclaimed they would 
be only too glad to have a copy. We have 
their names and will endeavor to keep in 
touch with these men. 


Soldiers of Christ 

While Mr. Carlson was going through a 
ward one day, he noticed a young man watch- 
ing him as he went from cot to cot. On going 
to him the young man said he had been hop- 
ing Mr. Carlson would come and give him a 
Testament. During the conversation which 
followed, the young man said he had not 
definitely accepted Christ as his Saviour, but 
had often thought that he would like to, and 
he then willingly followed Mr. Carlson to a 
quiet spot by a window and definitely sur- 
rendered himself to Christ as his Lord and 
Master. Another morning I met a fine-look- 
ing young man who had just had a second 
operation on his shattered heel. I found that 
he was from a Christian home, and when he 
learned that I had been serving the Master 
many years in India, he remarked, ‘“‘I have 
often thought I would like to be a missionary 
in that land.” I encouraged him in his pur- 
pose, and on parting said good-bye—until we 
should meet some day on India’s soil! 


Carrying his Testament, though Unable to 
Read 

One of the most interesting experiences Mr. 
Carlson had, was with a man who, when asked 
if he had a New Testament, answered: ‘‘Oh, 
yes! I have carried it very carefully ‘over 
the top’ and wherever I went.” In reply to 
the inquiry as to whether he had read it, he 
said rather sheepishly: ‘‘No, I did not read 
it.’ ‘Well, why not?” ‘Because I don’t 
know how to read; but I liked to feel it in 
my pocket, for it was a comfort to me, and 
I felt it was a protection in danger.” To him, 
as to thousands of others, the Testament was 
a visible evidence and assurance of the pres- 
ence and reality of God. If there was any- 
thing of God anywhere around the ‘“‘boys” 
wanted this with them in battle. Mr. Carlson 
offered to read to this illiterate soldier from 
the Testament, and he gratefully accepted. 
After listening awhile to some of the Psalms, 
and the Saviour’s wonderful words of life, the 
man exclaimed: ‘‘My! that is very beautiful, 
and as soon as I get well I am going to learn 
to read so that I can read the Bible for my- 


self.” 


The Variety and Value of this Distribution 
Some days we found in the course of two 
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hours’ visitation only eight or ten who were 
without Testaments. Another day, when the 
wounded were being sent to other hospitals, 
Mr. Carlson and I together distributed nearly 
fifty Testaments. A goodly number of Catho- 
lic young men were glad to receive a Testa- 
ment, and a number of Italian Testaments 
were also distributed, at different times, to a 
number of Italian soldiers. It was interest- 
ing to see the evident pride with which the 


‘boys kept their Testaments. 
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Incidents could 
be multiplied, but the above are sufficient to 
indicate the heroism and sacrifice of our boys, 
who fought our battles for us. They deserve 
our best and are worthy of every possible 
consideration for all they have suffered and 
lost. The Testaments helped them to be brave, 
courageous, and clean, and were the source 
of great consolation and comfort in the hour 
of their peril. 


A Tentative Résumé of the American Bible Society's 
Supply of Army and Navy Scriptures During the 


World War 


ECEMBER 31, 1918, by no means saw 

the end of the Bible Society’s activities 
on behalf of the men of our Army and Navy. 
Nor have reports of the circulation during 
1918 in Europe been received. Nevertheless, 
it may serve a useful purpose to summarize 
known activities to this date, that some con- 
ception of what has been accomplished may 
be conveyed to those who have facilitated the 
accomplishment by their generous gifts and 
loyal co-operation. 


4,558,871 Volumes 

From April 6, 1917, to December 31, 1918, 
our records show that the American Bible 
Society supplied for the soldiers and sailors of 
the United States, in special khaki and navy- 
blue bindings, 16,900 Bibles, 2,499,258 Testa- 
ments, 2,042,713 portions; or a total of 4,558- 
871 volumes. All of these volumes were sup- 
plied at or below cost. Of the Testaments, 
the bulk were the special vest-pocket edition, 
so convenient for,and so prized by, our men— 
of which edition over a million were an out- 
right gift through the Y. M.C. A., the largest 
single gift of Scriptures ever made, so far as 
we know. Tens of thousands of these Scrip- 
tures were outright gifts through the chap- 
lains of our Army and Navy, and other do- 
nations were made through the Salvation 
Army, the Red Cross, the Y. W. C. A., the 
W.C.T.U., and local committees, churches, 
and societies interested in equipping our men 
for the war. 

Languages 

Of the portions, over 450,000 were the 
special edition of the Gospel of Mark in paral- 
lel pages of French and English. Other Scrip- 
tures were supplied in languages of the Ameri- 
can Indians and also of the Philippine Islands, 
to those who rallied to the aid of Uncle Sam 
but who do not yet read the English language. 
We have been realizing during the war that 


we have a complex population in the United 
States itself, and yet perhaps many have not 
realized that among those who responded 
loyally to the call for soldiers and sailors were 
some who are still dependent on their mother 
tongues for the Word of God; for these the 
Bible Society supplied Scriptures in Armenian, 
Bohemian, Chinese, French, Greek, Hebrew, 
Italian, Latin, Lithuanian, Persian, Polish, 
Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Spanish, 
Syriac, Swedish, and Yiddish. 


1,674,867 Volumes in Europe 

In Europe, from the beginning of the war 
in August, 1914, up to December 31, 1917 
(the figures for 1918 not yet being available), 
reports show that the American Bible Society 
supplied for the belligerent forces of other 
countries 1,674,867 volumes of Scriptures, of 
which 440,014 were the gift of the American 
Sunday-school scholars through-the World’s 
Sunday School Association. 


Tentative Total—6,233,738 Volumes 
The total thus far recorded as distributed 
by the American Bible Society during the war 
among the forces engaged is, therefore, 6,233,- 
738 volumes; and when all reports are in the 
total will be in the neighborhood of 7,000,000. 


Further Work 

In the preceding article there appear some 
details of the distribution of the special Hos- 
pital editions of the New Testament and of 
the Book of Psalms which are being issued by — 
the thousands at present in response to re- 
quests from the chaplains, Red Cross officers, © 
officers of morale, and medical officers in 
charge—a demand which will undoubtedly 
continue for some time. Donations are also — 
being made of the regular Army and Navy — 
editions in response to requests for those > 
being demobilized and for others still con- | 
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tinuing in the military and naval service of 
the country.

Asking if 
he were laughing at the Bible, he received the 
reply: ‘‘No, sir; this is the book that gives 
us courage, and makes us cheerful.” 


From the “Red Cross Magazine” 

In an article on ‘‘What Has the War Done 
to Preachers,’’ by Bruce Barton, in the March 
issue of the Red Cross Magazine, among other 
unusual and striking incidents we find the fol- 
lowing reference to the attitude of American 
soldiers to the Bible: 


War is no good breeding ground for the practice 
of religion, one prominent clergyman concludes—at 
least, not for the sort of religion to which he had 
been accustomed at home. Yet he admits that the 
men with whom he lived were, on the whole, more 
thoughtful than men of similar age in civil life are 
likely to be. ‘‘They were perfectly willing to talk 
about the teachings of Jesus,’’ he reports. ‘‘In fact, 
I have held Bible Classes in a dugout right in the 
trenches; I have organized Bible Classes among men 
just about to go into the trenches; and these men 
always showed appreciation of the interest taken in 
them. Rarely did I find a skeptic; only once, I 
think, did I meet with an atheist.” 

Another pastor of a leading church on the Pacific 
Coast goes farther. ‘‘I believe that the men in the 
American uniform in France are religious in the 
truest sense of the word,” he says, ‘“‘at least a large 
majority of them. I know that there were never 
enough Bibles to supply the demand for them while I 


- was in the Religious Department of the Y. M.C.A., 


though they were shipped by the hundreds of 
thousands. One day I was walking up a little hill, 
toward a certain ‘Y’ hut in France, and I saw a 
line of men several hundred feet in length extending 
down the hill. It looked like a lineup for the World’s 
Series in New York City. ‘ 

‘The secretary said, ‘What do you think they are 
waiting for?’ ae 

“T answered, ‘Chocolate or cigarettes.’ 

““No, you will be surprised when I tell you,’ he 
replied. ‘They are lined up because I announced 
that we were to have a new bunch of Testa- 
ments. That crowd is going into the trenches to- 
morrow.’ 

“Not only is there an overwhelming demand for 
the Book over there,’ this pastor concludes, ‘‘but 
the boys carry their Bibles openly, show them about, 
and read them, unashamed, in the trenches. It is 
taken as a matter of course among them. Nobody 
ever thinks of commenting on the fact that a pal is 
reading a Bible.’ 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE ninth stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and third year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, on Thursday, January 2, 1919, at 3.30 
p.m., President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Dro Hi M. Stimson, »whor read the 
sixtieth Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

A memorial minute on Gerard Beekman, 
prepared by the appointed committee, was 
read, and adopted by a rising vote for record 
in the minutes and transmission to the family, 
as printed on page 7 of the January, 1919, 
RECORD. 

Rev. Bishop Luther B. Wilson, who had re- 
cently returned from France, made a brief state- 
ment of his experiences with the American 
troops, at the request of President Wood. He 
had noted with deep pleasure the reverent atti- 
tude of the soldiers, found them responsive to 
Spiritual messages, and largely using the 
American Bible Society Testaments. 

Minutes of the standing committees were 
presented and approved. 

The report of the Committee on Versions 
had to do with various matters concerning the 
translations in Spanish, Bolivian-Quechua, 
Zulu, Luragoli, and Panayan. 

_ Through the Committee on Foreign Agen- 
cies were presented a cable and letter from 
the British and Foreign Bible Society agree- 
ing to the exchange of the Korea and Philip- 
pines fields, as reported in the January REcorp. 
_ On recommendation of the War Committee, 
it was resolved that since the special conditions 
and work which called for and led to the creation 
of the War Committee are passing away, the 
War Committee be discharged, and the matters 
which it has handled be presented in future 
to the Committee on Home Agencies or the 
Committee on Foreign Agencies, as the sub- 
jects may require. 

A conference of the Home Agency Secre- 
taries in New York City, at a time to be ar- 
ranged by the officers, was authorized on the 
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recommendation of the Committee on Aux- 
iliaries and Home Agencies. 

Mrs. John S. Kennedy and Mrs. Finley Ji 
Shepard were unanimously elected Vice-Presi- 
dents of the American Bible Society. ; 

On word from the chairman of the Louvain 
University Library Committee, a grant to the 
Louvain University of such of the American 
Bible Society publications as might be helpful 
and acceptable, was authorized. 

Amendments to the By-Laws required to 
carry out the action of the Board at its meet- 
ing on December 5th, to provide for the dis- 
continuation of the Committee on Distribu- 
tion and the Committee on Legacies, and 
assigning their duties to other suitable com- 
mittees, were approved, and the amended 
By-Laws adopted. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of December: 

To Panama Canal and Central America, 
10,033 volumes, valued at $876.82; to Mexico, 
10,550 volumes, valued at $1,528.46. Total, 
20,583 volumes, valued at $2,405.28. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of December were 195,104 volumes.
